The change

s height. 
It was thought that the farmer who moved to the city 
nmediatelv lost interest in agriculture. 
Since the war there has been a remarkable revival of inter- 
st in the county fair. 
For every one abandoned before and dur- 
ig the war two have sprung up since the war, and everywhere 
he county fair is drawing crowds that are larger and more inter- 
sted in agriculture. 
And yet the exodus from the farm continues 


nabated.

foe in Pennsylvania,” said Arthur M. 
Dewees, executive secretary 
of the 
j Pennsylvania Tuberculosis Society to­ 
day in announcing the first of a 
series of sectional conferences on the 
20th annual Christmas Seal sale for 
Pittsburgh on Wednesday, Septem­ 
ber 14. 
“Although the tuberculosis 
death 
rate has been considerably reduced 
and it stands as the sixth cause of 
death 
in 
Pennsylvania,” continued 
Mr. Dewees. “the White Plague 
is 
the most costly of all diseases afflict­ 
ing our citizens. 
In 1926 the lives 
of 7,391 
Pennsylvanians 
w’ere 
cut 
short by tuberculosis. 
Of this num­ 
ber 4 361 occured in the ages between 
twenty and fifty. 
This heavy death 
toll in the producing years means an 
enormous loss to family and economic 
life. 
This includes the expenditure 
in rearing the child, the effort and 
expense for an education, disrupting 
of family life, and the community's 
failure to receive the added wealth 
which could reasonably be expected. 
“There are about twenty deaths 
daily in Pennsylvania from tubercu­ 
losis. 
This means that more than 
100 persons are disabled daily in the 
state by the White Plague, remaining 
under this handicap from six months 
to six years, or an average of 2H 
years each. 
A preventable disease 
| which still takes such an enormous 
toll should be combatted more vigor­ 
ously than ever.”

braced membership in the Boy Scout 
council, close official relations with 
the Elks lodge—in which he took an 
especial interest, and the Carnegie 
public library where he spent many 
leisure hours in literary labors. 
With all his other engrossing pur­ 
suits Mr. Menkes has found ample 
time to fill the role of good citizen by 
taking an active interest In every­ 
thing pertaining to the welfare of 
Bradford. 
It is in this capacity and 
as a genial friend and neighbor that 
he will be most generally missed by a 
wide circle of friends 
The best, wishes of this community 


will follow Rabbi Menkes to his new 
and larger field of work.
